Fire broke out on a German pas¬ 
senger ship. S.O.S. calls brought sev¬ 
en ships of different nationalities to 
her assistance. An American and a 
Norwegian vessel arrived just as the 
flames had been extinguished. What 
does Germany think of this incident? 
Is it not better than the thing Ger¬ 
many had in mind in September, un¬ 
der which steamers would rush to¬ 
ward each other, not to rescue T>ut to 
wreck, not to extinguish fires but to 
start them? If Germany had not 
then been stopped, the Deutschland 
would not have been .on the sea at all. 
She would have been bottled up for 
duration of the war. Is it not bet¬ 
ter to have her engaged in peaceful 
commerce, the object of friendly so¬ 
licitude among other sea-going craft ? 
The German people, no doubt, agree 
with this, but their rulers came very 
near changing amity into enmity.

There is one school of thought in 
Britain, favorable to a return to Ger¬ 
many of most of its lost colonies. Sir 
Arnold Wilson, a close friend and ad¬ 
viser of the Premier,'openly advocates 
it. If that would bring about general 
appeasement it would be worth the 
price, but other countries besides 
France fear German neighborhood. 
South Africa would never willingly 
consent to Germany getting back 
what was German East and West Af¬ 
rica. Boers as well as Br.tons in South 
Africa fear that such action would 
constitute perpetual menace to them 
and unfortunately Germany persists 
in showing itself incurably militaris¬ 
tic. Tacitus wrote many centuries ago 
that while Gallic races made a hobby 
of hunting, the Teutonic races made a 
hobby of war. The blood strain per¬ 
sists.

Britain’s mandatory over Palestine 
had brought her nothing but grief and 
expense. The attempt to reconcile 
two irreconcilable elements baft led 
her skill in diplomacy and is now en¬ 
gaging her military forces there. It is 
like the Irish question in its acutest 
phase. There is much to be said on 
the Arab side, and the Jews had some 
reason to expect that they would be 
given a new Jerusalem in the land 
tney regard as peculiarly their own. 
So intense is the animosity between 
the two factions that anyone attempt¬ 
ing mediation must necessarily get 
into the danger zone. The country 
lends itself to guerilla warfare and 
Arabs have had long experience in 
that kind of fighting. 

X —t—t 

It is difficult to know just what is 
going on in Spain. That Italy has 
withdrawn many soldiers is corrob¬ 
orated by pictures showing their de¬ 
barkation at an Italian port. The 
Spanish government alleges, however, 
that these withdrawals have been off¬ 
set by Italians landing in a rebel port 
from sixteen vessels. In connection 
with the withdrawals the statement is 
renewed that Mussolini is angry at 
Franco for proclaiming his neutrality- 
in case of war in September. That 
statement was made before, but after- : 
wards it was alleged that Franco had 
Mussolini’s consent, the idea being to 
protect Italians and Germans fighting 
in Spain. They surely would have 
been the first victims. Franco's pro-

The regular November meeting of 
the council of the Municipal District 
of Royal, No. 158, was held in the of¬ 
fice in Vulcan on Wednesday, Nov. 9, 
1938, at 2 p.m. Reeve Bennett occu¬ 
pied the chair and Councillors Roe¬ 
buck, Spaeth, Bateman, Gordon and 
Snow were present. Councillors sign¬ 
ed waivers of the statutory notice of 
the meeting. ' 

The minutes of the meeting held on 
October 5th, 1938, were read. Discus¬ 
sion of the minutes followed. The mo¬ 
tion passed at the October 5th meeting 
asking for the resignation of Mr. 
Bateman was particularly discussed. 
Mr. Bateman made a few remarks 
about the motion and thought that the 
council had no authority to pass such 
a motion and gave his views in respect 
to th? matter. The secretary was 
asked to lead correspondence with the 
Chief Inspector, Department of Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs in respect to the matter. 
A letter from the Inspector asking for 
information regarding the motion and 
a copy of the minutes covering the 
transaction, was lead and also the 
secretary’s reply. Mr. Bateman read 
a letter from the Inspector and also 
a copy of the letter which was sent to 
Mr. Bateman by the Inspector. In his j 
letter to Mr. Bennett the Inspector I 
pointed out that the motion in ques- | 
tion did not demand Mr. Bateman’s j 
resignation, and only requested him ■ 
to resign. The Inspector also drew at¬ 
tention to the new amendments deal¬ 
ing with qualifications of councillors 
which now require that councillors 
elected after the amendments had 
been absented to, could not owe more 
than two years taxes. Mr. Gordon 
raised a point of whether or not the 
motion was out of order, and after 
further discussion the opinion of the 
council was that the motion was in 
order. 

The motion to approve the minutes 
as corrected by adding the following 
words “This account Included 1200 
miles and 15 days’ supervision” at 
the end of the paragraph recording 
the motion to approve for payment 
Mr. Bateman’s account of $280.80 was 
finally put and carried. Mr. Bateman 
negative.

There are, of course, inequities in 
the Confederation set-up that have 
to be ironed out as experience sug¬ 
gests from time to time. For instance, 
the angry protest of the east against 
the favored terms granted to western 
wheat growers, is quite as unreason¬ 
able as the riotous attitude of the 
west towards eastern financial inter¬ 
ests. It is the cry of “foul play” that 
makes adjustment difficult. Premier 
Bracken last week spoke the consid¬ 
ered truth when he said that the bon¬ 
us allowed on Western wheat is neces¬ 
sary to offset the heavy freight 
ohaige for its delivery at the eastern 
port, and that this is the only alter¬ 
native to a lowering of customs tar¬ 
iffs in order to lessen the purchase 
costs of western farmers of farm ma¬ 
chinery and living essentials.—Este- 
van Mercury.

TURKEYS 


I OATH a3 one may be to face the fact, the Christ¬ 
mas season is again rolling round. And with the 
festive day comes the inevitable Christmas tree. For some 
years past, the normal pleasure in the gay little fir tree, 
las been diminished with the thought that possibly it 
.-hould have been left to grow into a big tree. The protest 
of ranchers up the river, against any further cutting of 
evergreens from their land, has been supported by strong 
arguments in respect to forest conservation and ultimately 
water conservation. It is understood that Christmas tree 
cutting on the Forest Reserve west of this district, is also 
forbidden. * 

Those who are seriously engaged in the growing of fir 
trees for market in Eastern Canada, B.C. and United 
States are said to be carrying on the-industry intelligently, 
and their stands from year to year supply the market, 
without diminishing future resources. They tutn their less 
productive type of soil to tree growth, removing only one 
tree out of every twenty-five 6r more, and keeping the 
growth to the required size. 

In Alberta, there may be something of the same sys¬ 
tem, but so far as is known, the supply obtained within the 
province, comes from farms or possibly ranch lands, where 
a desire to clear the land goes hand in hand, with the mar¬ 
ketable attractions. Whether these private salesmen are 
working in the permanent interest of their own land, is a 
natter that is not taken up seriously as yet. When deple¬ 
tion of forest resources threatens continuing water supply 
for a large stretch of country, the sole right of the owner 
comes into question.

Berlin—Jews were assessed last 
week 1,000,000,000 marks ($400,000,- 
000) as a penalty for the murder of 
Ernst *von Rath, German diplomat in 
Paris. 

Field Marshal Hermann Goering, as 
director of Germany’s four-year-plan 
issued a decree, effective next Janu¬ 
ary 1, prohibiting Jews from conduct¬ 
ing retail businesses, mail order and 
commission houses, and independent 
handicraft enterprises. 

Another decree, issued by Propa¬ 
ganda Minister Joseph Goebbels, or¬ 
dered Jews excluded from theatres, 
movie houses, concerts, and other pub¬ 
lic presentations.

We appreciate your patronage 


in strictly national observances. After all, one cannot 
celebrate a armistice with oneself. To carry out the full 
spirit, probably the nations which had fought against each 
other should observe the day in joint thanksgiving. If 
this custom had beep observed for the past twenty years, 
it might have established better relations ariiongst Euro¬ 
pean nations today. Or, on the other hand, it might haw* 
been the occasion of renewed hostilities. If people do not 
speak the same language and are not brought up in the 
same traditions, efforts to develop any communion of spir¬ 
it are sadly handicapped. The one great bond would be a 
mutual tribute to soldiers of the Great War, who gave 
their lives for what they believed to be right. 

It is altogether impossible for the North American peo¬ 
ple to comprehend fully, the nationalism of Europe, and 
the hereditary jealousies and hatreds which divide people 
of riifferent tongues and races. Our understanding of the 
people, their temperaments and their fetishes is so feeble 
and incomplete, that it would be a very happy situation 
for us if we did not have to think of them at all. 

However, speaker after speaker on Armistice day, re¬ 
called the ideal for which-the allied soldiers fought, the 
Ideal of freedom. They asserted that any attempt on the 
part of this continent to live aloof from the maelstrom of 
European trouble, made the observance of a Remembrance 
day altogether meaningless. It was not suggested that the 
next generation should shed more blood for a principle, but 
that those nations which do staunchly believe in democra¬ 
tic ideals, should unite in the courage of their convictions, 
and declare that union boldly before the world. The solid¬ 
arity of the British Empire and United States would have' 
a tremendous moral effect, was the declaration. 

They also urged a greater awareness of the benefits of 
democracy. These are prizes accepted passively without 
the realization that they must be guarded if they are to 
continue in a dictatorship-ridden world.- ' Freedom ot' 
thought and speech, freedom of worship, freedom of as¬ 
sembly and association, these surely are worth cherishing. 
Faulty though democracy ma.y be, it is the best expression 
that the world has found, of the progressive thought of the 
multitude. 


English Attitude 

In England the terrible and savage 
pogrom of Jews in Germany now pro¬ 
ceeding has added greatly to the num¬ 
ber of those who think it is impossible 
to appease the dictators. The Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury leads a formid¬ 
able group of protesters against 
atrocities which the Archbishop says 
‘put an intolerable strain on Anglo- 
German friendship.” 

Another fact making for support 
in the country for Eden in whatever 
political course he may ultimately 
take is the gross and scandalous abuse 
now heaped on him with Churchill, 
Duff Cooper, Atlee and Labor Leader 
Greenwood by the Nazi press and 
party. 

Eden and Churchill have already 
been bracketed with the “Jewish Un¬ 
speakable” who murdered a Nazi dip¬ 
lomat in Paris, and Churchill is daily 
described as “warlike ruffian” and 
“arch liar.” 

So outrageous has become Nazi 
language about British public men 
that the foreign office is considering 
a formal diplomat protest. 

Frantic Plans to Raise Funds 

Panic over a future they could not 
foretell seized Jews when they learned 
of the heavy money penalty for the 
slaying of Ernst von Rhth, German 
ambassy secretary, by a 17-year-old 
Polish Jew. 

Jews feared something similar to

The matter of trading the District’s 
snow plow for a new plow was dis¬ 
cussed with Mr. Costello of the Cal-, 
gary Iron Works. 

It was moved by Mr. Spaeth and 
carried that the District accept the of¬ 
fer of $500.00 for the old plow f.o.b. 
Calgary, on the purchase price of 
I $1,050.00 for the new plow. 

Mr. Snow was opposed to the mo¬ 
tion. 

A letter from the secretary, De¬ 
partment of Health, was read to the 
council. The letter requested a pay¬ 
ment of $1,500.00 to apply on Sani¬ 
tarium accounts. It was moved by Mr.
